DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-19, drawn to a three-phase transformer, classified in class 336, subclass 60.

In the instant case the product as 
claimed can be made from a materially different process such as by annealing at a higher 
temperature. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
